Although there were no upsets in 
Tuesday's election, several races 
turned out to be "loo close for com- 
fort" as described- by Louis Prcgen- 
icr, Republican precinct committee- 
man, who nosed out Jack Wolff by 
the narrow margin of sixteen votes. 
The final count on the race was 241 
for Wolff and 257 for Pregenzer. 

The race for County Superinten- 
dent of Schools provided Ihe-most sus- 
pense during the counting of the bal- 
lots with Marguerite Zimmer showing 
unsuspected strength against the in- 
cumbent, W. C. Petty. Final tally of 
the ballots showed Petty the winner 
by a margin of 665 votes, the count 
being: Zimmer 0311— Petty W76. An- 
tioch voters gave Petty a 489 ma- 
jority over Zimmer, the count being 
212 to 701. Rumor has it that Miss 
Zimmer will qualify for the demo- 
cratic nominee, as her name is re- 
ported to have been WTittcn in on a 
sufficient number of Democratic bal- 
lots, however, she has made no state- 
ment to indicate that she will accept 
the nomination. 

Minard E. Hulsc won the County 
judgeship nomination handily, being 
more than 2000 votes ahead of his 
nearest rival for the post. John Bills 
ran second with Brown in third spot 
aod Litchfield trailing. 

A close race between Chas. E. Jack 
and Willis A. Ovcrholzcr for the Pro- 
bate Judgeship nomination resulted 
ia a close vlctorj' for Jack. Adminis- 
tration support for Jack on Tuesday 
is believed to bo responsible for the 
victory. The final count was for Jack 
6625; for OverhoUcr 6370, a^margin 
of 2.55 votes ^for Jack. 

Other candidates in the race Diver, 
Thomas and Juron, were shy several

District to Vote 
on New Building 

Election April 20 to Decide 

New School Site; 

New Building 



The school directors of the Grass 
Lake school district passed a resolu 
tion at a special meeting Tuesday 
night whicl\ will put four proposi- 
tions before voters of the district at 
a special > election to be held April 
20. 

Walter Forbrich, clerk of the 
school board, revealed that the board 
has chosen three possible sites for 
the proposed new school building and 
that the voters 'will have "the oppor- 
tunity of choosing the one most to 
their liking. All three of the propos- 
ed sites are near the present build- 
ing, namely the Lucas Property on 
Grass lake road; property owned by 
Mrs. Bessie Trieger; and 19 acres 
north and east of the school owned 
by Walter Manz. Forbrich said that 
the land owned by the school district 
is only about one acre and would not 
be large enough for the proposed 
new building. 

Besides voting on a choice for the 
new school site the voters will be 
asked to authorize the board to 
purchisc the site chosen; and to is- 
sue school bonds to the amount of 
S70.000 with which to erect the new 
building. Arrangements have been 
made to secure the necesary funds at 
an interest rate of not to exceed 2\^ 
per cent per annum, and the indebt- 
edness will be paid off in full in 
twenty yc(ars. 

Charles Kempf, president, and Ar- 
thur Anderson, director, with For- 
brich comprise the board and it Is vir- 
tually assured tliat all of the mea- 
sures will be voted on favorably as 
the improvement is a real necessity.

^luch interest in the proposed zon- 
ing maps which have been on dis- 
play at the News office and at the 
Antioch township library for the past 
few days, has ibeen evidenced by lo- 
cal residents. Many persons have 
voiced the opinion that some changes 
would be made in the map to make 
the zoning more equitible. 

Some curiosity has been shown 
concerning the meaning of the "re- 
stricted business" section, marked 
Bl on the map. This section will have 
the same restrictions as the "B" zon- 
ing with the exception that all class 
"A" tavern licenses will be issued (for 
this zone only, that is, all class "A" 
taverns must be located within the 
Bl zone. 

One change that has been mention- 
ed frequently Is .thai Ihe old fire zone 
which takes in most <5 the business 
dstirict as it now stands should be 
extended to cover all of the zone pro- 
posed for the Bl and B classification. 
Other persons have suggested chang- 
es to bring the B zone to a straight 
line on both sides of the street. In 
some places the original map shows 
lots on opposite sides of the street 
T.oncd for a different purpose. 

Most persons who have comment- 
ed on the layout set up by the zoning 
commission have been in favor of the 
general outline, but, it is virtually as- 
sured that a good many objections 
will be voiced at the hearing on April 
24.

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Learn From The Sea 

Last Docwuber's fire loss of nearly $50,000,000 
was the greatest this nation has experienced for any 
month on record, which makes this an appropriate lime 
to discuss ways of safeguarding the lives and property 
of the nation. 

On a ship at sea where men's lives depend on dis- 
cipline in case of tire or other emergency, prepared- 
ness is achieved by posting instructions on the bulk- 
heads where they can be read in spare moments and 
fixed in the minds of those who arc concerned. 

Would it not be a good plan to take a lesson from 
the sen and post viUil instructions in homes and fac- 
tories where all could read them handily? No ship would 
put to sea without full instructions on how to combat 
fire and other iwsstblo emergencies. If the same prac- 
tice could bo made universal on land, living would be 
much safer. 

Even a child can be instrumental in saving a 
homo in case of fire if he is instructed on how to use 
the fire extingui.sher at the crucial moment when the 
fire is still small. If the hazards of fire were taken more 
seriously, fewer lives would be lost. Like at sea, there 
must be a man at the holm in the home, and all mem- 
bers of the family must know the seriousness of fire and 
how to combat it, if progress is to be made in reducing 
the annual toll of death and destruction from fire in 
this nation.

On The Job 

One of the major miracles of World War 11 was 
the efficiency with which United States forces and sup- 
plies were moved to points of attack and sustained 
while the attack progressed. The underlying explanation 
of this seeming miracle lies in the fact that the United 
States is a land geared to fast transportation. Strategic 
materials as well as men could be moved with bewilder- 
ing speed when the occasion required. The award re- 
cently of a "Certificate of Achievement" to the Rail- 
way Express Agency recalls some of the work of the 
civilian transportation indu.str>' during the war. 

Immediately after Pearl Harbor, militar>* and 
naval requiremenb- for express scn'ice increased quickly 
and in heavy volume. To meet the war emergency, the 
Agency establi.shetl a bureau in Washington to provide 
constant contact day and night, while the entire express 
organization was alerted to expedite all government 
business on the line. 



Thus Navy needs for carload and tralnload ex- 
press movements, special guard service on vital and 
confidential shipments, diversions and other emergency 
shipping situations, were met. Express representatives 
were placed in naval bases or were available to the of- 
ficers in charge. Experienced employes acted as cx- 
pcdttors In all large express terminals. 

In 1D44 express business on government bllls-of- 
lading was fifty-five times as much ns In 1D40, white 
war traffic reached 70 per cent of the total handled by 
the Express Agency. Eighty per cent of the traffic mov- 
ing in air express service was directly connected with 
the war effort; naval shipments represented a substan- 
tial part of the total. 

This record illustrales the vital roles played by 
private industry In helping America wage a successful 
"war on wheels."

"Cats" Illustrate Nation's Problems 

Over the radio on February 20, the prediction 
was made that there would be six million unemployed 
by July. The net result of our misnamed reconversion 
program, six months after the war's end, Is discourage- 
ment of constructive activity. To show how production 
is artificially slowed up in this country, consider the 
case of the CalerpUlar Tractor Co., a key manufacturer 
of heavy equipment, the starting point of unemployment 
in many lines — construction, logging, farming, road 
building, etc. 

A veteran of three years overseas, after trjMng 
for several months to buy a tractor such as he desired 
for clearing loggedoff land in Western Oregon to In- 
crease dairy production on his ranch, wrote the Cater- 
pillar Tractor Co., at Peoria. Illinois, asking why none 
of its equipment was available at the local agency. The 
information he received from the company gives an 
idea of why this countrj* is begging for necessities. 

After stating that its plant has been closed by a 
strike, as have plants of parts suppliers, the company's 
reply, to bo fair, was based on a pro-strike basis, at 
which time record deliveries could not begin to keep up 
with requirements of domestic distributors. It said: "Wc 
have been doing evorvthing we possibly can to raise 
production even further. We have kept our factory oper- 
ations on a-48hour week, three shifts (that's expensive, 
you know). After our strike Is over, we may be forced 
to go on a 40-hour week simply because our people 
won't work -18 hours, regardless of the overtime pay 
involved." 

The veteran who wanted a tractor will be delayed 
another year; labor will be unemployed, and increased 
dairy production on the farm in question will still be 
something to talk about for the future. Multiply this 
example by a thousand and ten thousand trnios over 
the country, and you can sec what labor warfare and 
lack of any sound government policy for settling or con- 
trolling strikes, is costing the nation and the working 
man.

ANTIOCH 



Providing telephone service as soon as possible for waiting applicants 
is our No, 1 objective. We're doing just that ... as fast as manufacturing 
capacity and human energy and ingenuity wJU allow. 

We're happy to report that one of the causes of the delay— lack 
of telephone instruments —has just about been eliminated. Very soon 
there will be no one waiting for main service in our territor}' because 
of a tehfi/jonc imtrnment shortage. Wc have not, however, been able to 
provide telephone service for all those waiting, because of other equip- 
ment nec*ded principally in our central office . . . equipment which makes 
the telephone work and which connects it with all the other telephones. 
This central olTicc equipment, unlike the telephone instrument, cannot 
be mass produced. It must be "tailor-made" and it takes a long time 
to build and to install it. 

Present plans indicate that we will have enough of this equipment 
installed by Summer to provide service for all those now on the 
waiting list. We might do a little better than these estimates, but 
because of conditions beyond our control we may not be able to 
do as well. At any rate we thought you would like to know what 
the outlook is now.

Townscnd, of Woodstocic, the funds 
bring to $153,000 the total sent to Its 
Illinois, chapters by the National 
Foundation this year. In 1945, epide- 
mic aid to Illinois totaled $317,200. 

Previous chcclcs sent to Illinois 
chapters ithis year were;
